One more factoid about seleniums which might not be apparent, 
this is from the Radio Components Handbook: 


Selenium rectifiers employ an oxide layer, much like an 

electrolytic cap, to make the rectifier junction. Unlike a cap 

however, the selenium oxide dissolves in a matter of minutes after power is 
removed. Until it reforms, the rectifier conducts about equally well in 

both directions. In order to protect the filter cap from damage during the 
first few cycles, a resistor of about 100 ohms or so should be placed in series 
with the rectifier to limit the reverse current to reasonable 

values. 


Now I know why that 100 to 150 ohm resistor appears in so many 
selenium power supplies. 


In high school, my buddies and I referred to these things 
as "sleazium" rectifiers.

Dave presumably won't be reading this but I sent him the gist direct earlier. 
Compuserve, AOL and probably some others send both the clear text and and an 
unneeded (in my opinion but obviously not theirs) html version. Some of the 

list managers apparently garble the text portion when they strip off the html 
portion before forwarding. Some mail handlers apparently won't read the 

modified text portion. I base these two conclusions on the fact that the handful 
of people who have sent me direct messages saying that they can't read my posts 

to the lists always seem to be able to read my reply direct to them. 


I'm also beginning to wonder whether the digester used by theporch may just 
strip off everything except the header. 


There was a brief thread here on this subject several months ago. Someone 

posted a fix (setting to change) for those mail handlers affected, but I don't 
recall which handlers were mentioned nor what the fix was. Maybe he will 

repost that info. Someone else posted a link to a website purporting to tell how 
to turn off the html attachment for people using Compuserve or AOL. The 
information on that site is incorrect. It does not work. 


FYI for other list members using Compuserve or AOL - it hasn't happened to me 
and we don't know what caused it, but apparently if your system gets changed 
around such that the html portion is first rather than last, no one will get 
anything that you send through Boatanchors. After one list member told me that 
this was apparently what had happened to him, I tried to figure out how to do 
it deliberately but couldn't. One fix is to uninstall and reinstall the 
software. The default is apparently text first.

I agree with Henry about how to handle diode substitutions. I do a comment about 
voltmeter 
calibrations: 

I was having trouble with too many burned out light bulbs, so I read the line 
voltage. It was in the neighborhood of 137 volts! I have an old GE hand- 
calibrated laboratory instrument which 
I put on the line and it agreed with my el-cheap-o meter, so I called Conectiv 
Power. They sent a man out who found out that my newly installed 11-year-old drop 
from the pole pig across the street was a temporary connection which had never 


been installed properly! But, this did not change the over-voltage problem. The 
service man also removed some of the power factor correction capacitors because 
they weren't necessary in our primarily residential neighborhood. Still too much 
voltage. 
So they sent another service man to check the voltage. He said "the voltage is 
fine". I said "throw away your meter" He looked at my three meters, tried a 
different one of his meters. 
and confirmed that the voltage was high. 
He left. Later, I got a call from the manager of the substation who told me that 
I was right, the voltage was too high because their automatic line voltage 
compensator was broken and so 
they set the voltage manually and would get the automatic compensator fixed. My 
line voltage now is 124. I imagine it will drop some when my, and everyone 
else's, air conditioners kick in this summer. 

The moral: It pays to check and it pays to complain!
